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DETAILED ACTION 
Request for Continued Examination 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
November 10, 2007 has been entered. 

Reason of Allowance: 

2. Applicant's response to the last office action, filed November 10, 2007 has been 
entered and made of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1,10, and 19 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Claims 4-6,8,13-15,17,22-24, and 26 depend from claims 1,10, and 19, therefore, 

are allowable. 

Independent claims 1, 10, and 19 recite the limitations of: "and the score is 
further estimated based upon whether the minutia is classified as a termination or 
bifurcation minutia". The combination of these features as cited in the claims in the 
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combination with the other limitations of the claims, are neither disclosed nor suggested 
by the prior art of record. 

The closest reference of US 4,752,966 to Schiller disclose a fingerprint 
identification system, where eliminating almost all those minutia candidates which are 
noise, that is those anomalies which are not classical minutia. However this reference 
either by itself or by combination with other references does not teach the limitations 
that the score is estimated based upon whether the minutia is classified as a termination 
or bifurcation minutia. 

4. In view of the amended claims and Applicant's Arguments, the rejection to claims 
1,4-6,8,10,13-15,17,19,22-24, and 26 are expressly withdrawn.
